Election Addresees, 
TO THE ELECTORS OF THE CITY OF 
VICTORIA. , 

Gentiemen :—An idea of duty prompts me 
on this occasion to solicit a continuance of 
your trust. 

The proposition to make British Columbia 
in future an integral portion of the Dominion 
of Canada has been reduced to a series of 
definite ‘Terms of Union.’’ Upon the elec- 
tors now rests the grave responsibility of de- 
terming whether those terms are suitable, 
sufficient, and calculated to promote the pro- 
gress and prosper‘ty of British Columbia 
hereafter, and whether they will become 
partners in the weal or woe of Canada, and 
if the answer be in the affirmative, of leading 
her to and becoming part of her Destiny and 
Future. 

If the choice of a Tariff be, as at present, a 
mere election either of that of Canada or that 
of British Columbia as either exists, I must,in 
order to coincide with you, choose that of 
Canada; but, at the same time, J fear that 
when the Canadian Tariff and Lxcise Law 
are put in force. miuch injury will accrue 
there from to our farming, brewing and other 
producing interests. The inducements to 
settie upon, clear and cultivate our lands 
will, at least, be ‘diminished, and the benefits 
arising from the Uniouw will neither be 80 
great nor so pure as they ought and might be 
—? and probubly are by many expected to 

e. 

There may, however, be even yet an atom 
of hope that before the terms of Union are 
disposed of, certain amendments of the Tariff 
will be allowed; in that case I ask for dis- 
cretionary power to. use that or other con- 
cession for the purpose of preventing as far 
as possible, the injury likely to accrue to our 
farming and some industrial interests from 
the forthcoming revolution, and of making 
the projected public works the means of 
building up and strengthening our own beau- 
tiful country and— the Dominion, iastead of 
serving that purpose for a jealous rival. No 
alteration of the terms will be required for 
this purpose. I need scarcely add that the 
prosperity of Victoria and that of our pro- 
ducing interests are intimately connected and 
in some measure dependent upon each other. 

The substitution of a purely representative 
and respcnsible for the present form of 
Government may be regarded as one of the 
consequences of Confederation. 

The determination of the site for the Ter- 
minus of the Canadian Pacific Railroad must 
depend very much upon the objects the Cana- 
dian Government have in view in undertaking 
such a gigantic work ; the cost and practict: 
bility ot the various routes, the advantages of 
each for the purpose required, Ivis probable 
that the main object may be the acquisition 
of an easy, short and expeditious route to 
China.and the East through British Territory, 
for the purpose, among others, of Britist 
and European commerce ; Secondly, for 
domestic uses, such as the settlement 
of the country, rapidity of communication, 


defeqce and various others. For the purposes 
of cogamerce the Railway must have its ter- 





minis at some good seaport converient to the 
Pacific Ocean and superior to that of its rival 
—the North Pacific Railway. Vancouver 
Island possesses such sen portsand is inrenli'y 
the ‘*senboard of British Columbia. 1” ‘Yue 
precise locality of the Terminus, bowever, 
must in reality be settled after the scientific 
survey shall bave been completed. The subject 
is of much importance and naturally causes 
ecousiderable interest and concern; but it is 
hoped the friecds ofUnion will take careto see 
Vancouver Island protected in this particular 
and thus prevent.it becoming a cause of 
ho-tility or hindrance to Contederation. 

It is but naturel that uvsavoidable, impend- 
ing and radival organic changes, the elect of 
which npon units cannot be clearly forseen, 
should create in many a feeling of dread and 
distrust of the future. That the effect of Con- 
federation will be advantageous to some per~ 
sons, places and interests, and inimical and 
confusing to others, is more than probable ; 
but taking the country generally, its present 
condition and Terms of Union combined, 
simultaneously into consideration, Union 
seems calculated to be beneficial to the coun- 
try, considered ns a whole, if not immediate- 
ly, at ,east in the not distant future. 

Hoping to retain your confidence and sup- 
port, believe me yours. &c., 

If, after the necessary surveys for the purpese 
of the railway sballbave been made,it be found 
impracticable to curry ittoand make it ter- 
minate.in Vancouver Island, then in that case 
a Railway sbal! be buitl from Victoria and 
Esquimalt to Nanaimo, upon the same terms 
and conditions us the other portion of the 
Railway. ’’

‘A supply of wholesome water for the city 
is urgently required; and I will support any 
practical measure 10 secure it. 

My interests are identical with yours. I 
earnestly desire to see this city, and the mag- 
nificent country of which it isthe capital, 
prosperous and progressive ; and if you elect 
I willuse my 
best exertions to secure that result.

We have bad enough 
moddles about Municipal affairs-before, 
but this is the worst. Three is nothing 
for it apparently, bnt- to lock up the 
Council Chambers, till the Legislature 
opens the: door again by Special Act, 
Our city schools and other civic matters 
will be neglected for the next three’ 
months. 


Trade with Canada. 


Confederation with Candas is certain to 
bring o change in our trade, connec- 
tions, Ovr relations with San Francis- 


co and England will be materially ioter- 


fered with. Free trade with Canada is 
certain to cause shipments from Montreal 
to Victoria. Vessels suitable to the trade 
will be put on soon enough to be 


es-ured that the goods will arrive here in 
time to be entered free'of duty from 
home consumption. From the nature of 
_ things, however, no vessel is likely to 
leave a Canadian port before March at 
ihe earliest. The navigation of the St. 
Lewrence will not be open belore the 
niidle of March, It is too late in the 
season pow to ship merchandize this fall 
from Quebec. Hence, assuming that we 
shall enter the Union in July next, Can- 
ad‘au gcods crnoot enter our market via 
Cape Horn before the coming July or 
August. “Certain cl of goods may, 
however, be sent by the Pacific Railwsy, 
oreven by Panama; but they will be 
such articles as are not bulky,—otherwise 
the cost of transportstion will render it 
unadvisable to ose the railway or the 
Panama route. We bave been led into 
making these observations by a. glance 
through the list of articles exhibited at 
at the Toronto Annual Exhibition for 
1870. The list of articles exhibited do 
not seem to have been any improvement 


on previous years; but they are sgffici,’ 


ently nomerous and important to be 
worthy of notice in view of the openin 
of trade with Canada. All kinds of a 
cultural implements were exhibited such 
as self-reaping reapers, threshing ma- 
chines, clover-mills, mowing machines, 
&c,—all of which are sure to command a 
market here. Next there were portable 
saw-mills, furnitore, corn brooms, gilt 
mouldings, sewing machines, melodeons, 
carriages, buggies, wegon-ware, &c,— 
articles that we now import from the 
" States, and will continue to do so could 
only enter, many of them by paying a 
duty equivolent to or in excess of the 
freight in « sailing vessel. There were, 
also exhibited, leather of all kinds, boots 
and shoes, saddlery, ready made clothing, 
tweeds, blankets, flannels, inks, paints, 
Canadian manufactured tobacco, pearl 
barly, coal oil, nails, and India rubber 
goods. The articles enamerated may be 
taken as indications of the classes of 
goods that may be suitable for this market, 
bat besides which there are many others 
_ that would command a market here and 
pay & profit on the importation.

A rid "War Beene. 


The following account of the burning of 
Bazeilles is given by a German newspaper 
correspondent, and places the conduct of the 
Prussians in a different light trom other re- 
ports. Itis dated; ‘‘Bivouac near Bazeilles, 
Sept. Ist :’’ 

‘Last night between 9 and 10, I advanced 
with three battalions of the Second Bavarian 
Regiment out on guard. We marched from 
Remilly along the river Meuse down to the 
railway bridge, our road being lighted up by 
the burning housesof Bazeitles. Hundreds of 
French watch fires were blazing on the hills 
behind the place. From the railway bridgs 
to Remilly the first and third battallione 
formed a cloge line of out-posts. For six 
hours stood the Bavariana here, keeping 
faithful watch, until at 3:30 the order came 
to advance across the bridge. The appre- 
hension was that the French had withdrawn, 
and it was of importance to engage them, so 
long as the Crowa Prince bad not succeeded 
in flanking them on the northwest. And 
only for a time did the French in and around 
Bazeilles hold out. 4:30 a. m. the first shots 
were fired, and at 11 the village was not yet 
entirely cleared. The marine infantry who 
held it fought with admirable perseverante, 
It had to be taken house by house The in- 
habitants, even women, took part in the fight: 
All human passions seemed let loose. Beast- 
liness held its horrible orgies. Whilst the 
Bavarians were repeatedly forced to retreat, 
their wounded left behind, were thrown by 
the women into the burning houses. The 
sight of such atrocities urged our soldiers 
to fresh assault. No more quarter was given- 
Our pioneers threw fire-brands into the hous- 
es, every one of which was in flames. , 


The Capture of Rome. 


A war correspondent thus sketches the 
scene in the Vatican when Rome was taken 
by the Italians : 


Their reserves under the command of De 
Charette, had been obliged to fall back on the 
Vatican, at which point the whole of the 
Papal troops had been ordered to concentrate 
should they be repulsed. The hour for capi- 
tulation had evidently’ arrived. When this 
news arrived bis Holiness was standing in the 
great Red Hall of the Vatican. Around were 
all bis monsignors and camerieri segreti, 
among others Cardinal Antonelli, 


HoW POPE PIUS RECBIVED THE NEWS. 


During the five hours of the cohflict his 
Holiness did not betray unusual emotion. 
In appearance he was calm and even gay. 
He walked up and dowao the Hall, occasional- 
ly stopping at one of the windows to look on 
the ecene without. Whenever the staff offi- 
cers came in with news of the fight he asked 
what was the cause of the flame here and the 
smoke there. Occasionally he knelt and 
prayed. Qace he suddenly started from bis 
knees and agked anxiously whether there was 
any danger of shells falling on the Vatican. 
Count di Carpegna, the messenger of General 
Kanzler was ushered into the presence of the 
Pope. He told his Holiness that his sad 
mission was to inform bim that in General 
Kanzler’s opinion resistance was no longer 
possible. The Pope looked st Cardinal 
Antoneli, and after & few . minutes’ 
silence, seid: “Your Eminence was 
right; it cannot be helped. 1 have 
been abandoned by Catholic Europe, and I 
must yield, Never mind. My glorious pre- 
decessor, Pius VI., and myself were once 
forced by the revolution to leave this palace, 
but we both returned. Revolutionary Italy 
and ber revolutionary King surround me and 
the Ecumenical Council with their vayonets, 
I must yied.’’ Turning then to Count di 
Carpegna, he said: “Go and tell Gen. Kanz- 
ler to capitulate; make haste.’ Scarcely 
bad he uttered these last words when Count 
Arnim stepped forward and offered to accom— 
puny Gen, Kanzlerto the Italian headquarters 
at Villa Torlonia, ‘Thanks, Count; Laccept 
the offer; in three days the representative of 
Prussia tnay obtain better terms. Your belp 
will secure this result at least,’’ added his 
Holiness. 

VERMS OF THE CAPITULATION. 

The main points of this capitulation were, 
that the foreign troops should be sent to their 
bomes by sea, embarking at Civitta Vecchia ; 
that all the native troops, including the gen- 
darmes, should likewive receive their conge ; 
that the Squadriglieri should be also sent to 
their native land—those, however, exrepted 
who. bad deserted from the Italian army, oF 
who had been implicated in charges of brig- 
andage or other crimes. These were to be 
delivered isto the hands of justice. As for 
tie officers, they had the choice of two cour- 
ses. They might either Jeave altogether, or 
they might, if so inclined, join the Italian 
army and avail themselves of their right toa 
pension. To gain this privilege, however, 
they should prove their right to their position 
before # commission, to be appointéd by the 
Italian Goveroment and the Papal authorities.
